CRITIQUE OF STONY CROSSING 
The surface is very solid, the first 4.5 miles are fairly flat, with nicely linked curves, but with a high camber 
surface, ending in a hard to see sideroad at 4.46 miles. From that intersection, the stage soon changes to 
run steeply downhill through a hairpin left to Bergeron's curve, which is a blind right with a culvert and 
rocky outcropping on the inside. Beware, this corner has ended the rally for more than a few cars. Then 
quickly on to the famous WATER CROSSING, for which you will have to use your own strategy to pass 
the finish flag in the middle of the stream. Many cars have been put out in previous years by not taking into 
account the water - the depth on Saturday morning will be posted on the Official Noticeboard - take note!

CRITIQUE OF CUSHMAN-RUN RANDALL 1 
This stage, which starts on top of a ridge, is the longest stage we have run for many years. It combines some of 
the best rally roads in the country into a stage that will get your heart beating a little quicker. The roads are so 
smooth that you could drive your road car here at speed. It is a real drivers test as along with a couple of downhill 
and uphill sections, it has 3 very acute switchbacks and many other fast flowing curves. It starts out on a hard 
surface past a vista, from where you can see for miles, dropping down into a valley to the first acute left. From 
here the clay surfaced road flows with very fast linked curves for about 3 miles until a quick Right at T. Here the 
road climbs over a hill and becomes narrower, with a tricky bridge without side rails. This part now ends with a 
downhill fast Right at T onto a road that is narrow and has a gravel surface as it runs along side a stream. A Right 
at Y puts you into an uphill switchback Right, which has been the downfall of competitors in the past. From here 
the clay surface road flows very quickly, but has some slow curves to get around cabins built along side the road. 
This part ends with a very acute Left to put you on Randall road, which climbs out of the valley again with 
sweeping corners, but its surface changes to include more embedded shale. It passes several gas line clearings 


mark with white posts, so don't be led astray with breaks in the tree line. A great stage that blends together a lot of 
STPR quality. Enjoy it! We shall return in the dark!

A. Accident Victim(s), if possible, set out triangles and display either "ОК" or the Red Cross 
AND THE CAR NUMBER from the Route Book 


B. 1st Rally Crew encountering the incident: 
1. Sets out triangles if not already done 
2. Determines if medical assistance is needed 
3. Displays Red Cross as appropriate, if not already done 
4. Assesses situation, and renders whatever aid is possible. 


С. 2nd Rally Crew encountering the incident: 
1. Obtains information from the 1st crew 
2. Determines tulip/mileage of incident relative to route book 
3. Proceeds at a safe speed to the next radio location and passes on the information 
4. Uses common sense in determining who can best help at the scene and who is best to 
send on for assistance 
D. If medical assistance is necessary immediately, the stage is to be STOPPED!!
